Why Perry didn’t 
show for sitcom’s 
cast reunion 


T roubled Matthew 
Perry shot down a long- 
awaited reunion of the 
“Friends” cast - and now 
his worried old pals are consid- 
ering an intervention, insiders 
say! 

Tinseltown insiders say 
photos of Matt looking like a 
trainwreck — and a bizarre 
performance on a British TV 
talk show — have sparked 
concern the 46-year-old actor 
has fallen back into substance 
abuse! 

“Something definitely seems 
to be wrong with Matthew,” 
says a Hollywood source. 

“He’s packed on about 50 
pounds since ‘Friends’ and 
walks around in public looking 
disheveled and unshaven. 

“He’s in London rehearsing 
for a stage play, but the new 
photos and his TV interview 
have pals worried he’s spiral- 
ing out of control and his 
pill-and-booze demons 
have resurfaced.” 

GLOBE spies

“Something strange with

the TV appearance. 


During the interview Perry 
shockingly revealed there 
would be NO “Friends” reunion 
after all, leaving millions of 
fans heartbroken. 

The get-together was actu- 
ally a part of a Feb. 21 NBC 
special tribute to director 


James Burrows. 

But while the five other 
“Friends” — Jennifer Aniston, 
Courteney Cox, Lisa Kud- 
row, Matt LeBlanc and David 
Schwimmer — were there in 
person, Perry taped a message 
from England instead. 

“Matthew says he can’t be 
there in person because of his 
play, but I believe he doesn’t 
want any scrutiny or an inter- 
vention from these friends,” 
says the source. 

Perry, who played Chandler 
Bing, did rehab stints in 1997, 
2001, 2004 and in 2011 after 
his sitcom, “Mr. Sunshine” 
was canceled. He recently sold 
his Malibu mansion, which he 
used as a sober-living facility. 

With the second season 
of his new show, “The Odd 
Couple” beginning in April, 
the photos of Perry looking 
bloated and frazzled are wor- 
rying, says the source. 

“If he needs help, his ‘Friends’ 
will be there for him,” says the 
insider. “But first, he has to 
admit he needs them.”

intelligence officers arranged 
a cover-up to make sure Di’s 
death looked accidental. 

“The autopsy findings and 
subsequent investigative 
report prove beyond a shadow 
of a doubt Charles was behind 
Diana’s death,” says the 
source.

Princes William and Harry, 
ordered the secret exhuma- 
tion of their mom’s body and 
the new autopsy after learning 
the Queen confessed her old- 
est son masterminded his ex- 
wife’s death. 

Late last year, it became pub- 
lic knowledge that Elizabeth 
blurted out: “Someone must 
have greased the brakes!” 
when she first heard the news 
about Di’s crash. 

In the months before her 
murder, the Princess told 
friends Charles was arranging 
for her to die in an auto wreck. 
At the same time, Her Majesty 
heard talk around the palace 
that “Charles wanted Di dead,” 


but dismissed it as gossip. 

Now a top CSI expert who 
has studied “Operation Paget,” 
the code name for the official, 
832-page British police crime 
investigation of the Diana 
tragedy, says, “William and 
Harry have good reason to 
suspect something was fishy 
about their mother’s death 
probe. Proof of a DNA cover- 
up is clearly stated in the case 
file.” 

The expert believes many of 
the original tests performed on 
Di’s fluids and tissues in the 
immediate aftermath of the 
Paris incident were faked — or 
samples were switched. 

“Robert Thompson, the 


mortuary manager who 
assisted at the Princess’ 
autopsy in London, noted that 
besides the smell of formalde- 
hyde when Diana’s stomach 
was opened, there was such 
a distinct scent of alcohol, he 
had to ‘step back a pace,”’ 
notes the expert. “Yet the offi- 
cial blood test indicates that no 
alcohol was found in her body. 

“We simply can’t trust 
any of the testing that was 
performed.” 

Charles ordered Diana’s 
demise because he believed 
her romance with Muslim 
playboy Dodi was humiliat- 
ing the Crown — especially 
because rumors were swirling 


in British high society that 
she was pregnant with his 
baby. 

According to a high- 
placed crime investiga- 
tor involved with the 
new autopsy, the probe . 
reveals Charles directed 
rogue MI5 agents, who also 
believed Di posed a threat, 
to get rid of her and Dodi. 

The highly skilled agents 
devised two murder plans — 
one as a backup in case the 
first failed — to make sure 
their master’s orders were 
carried out, the investigator 
charges.

hogwash — and a deliberate 
cover-up. 

An insider says the new 
autopsy found traces of deadly 
succinylcholine chloride in 
samples of Di’s DNA taken 
from her bone marrow, muscle 
and organ tissue. 

In small doses, the chemical 
is used to relax throat muscles 
so a breathing tube can be 
inserted in a patient and “would 
be part of what the ambulances 
carry,” says the source. 

“But if too much is used, the 
patient’s heart rhythm would 
| be compromised and death 

would follow. 

“It would take two or 
three seconds for a killer 
to administer a lethal dos- 
age and the target would be 
dead within a minute.” 

The chemical dissipates 
quickly in the bloodstream and 
wouldn’t be detected unless 
specifically tested for, notes 
the source. 

But traces would remain in 
the muscles and organs “so 
samples can be tested even 
after the body was buried and 
exhumed.” 

The Paget report noted that 
instead of being taken to a 
cold-storage morgue, Di’s 
body remained in a hospital 
room without air conditioning 
and packed with dry ice. 

The crime expert believes the 
conspirators wanted her body 
to decay to destroy evidence of 
the killer injection. 

But the new autopsy has 
found traces of the drug, says 
the crime expert. 

“Whoever administered the 
fatal dose would have likely 
falsified the records to show 
that she got the standard 
amount,” says the source. 

“But new chemical testing 
can bring down the house of 
cards.”

E VIL O.J. Simpson’s 
tragic daughter Sydney 
is shockingly obese — 
and experts fear her 
efforts to find emotional 
comfort by eating will doom 
her to an early grave. 

Once a slim, vibrant girl, Syd- 
ney’s weight has exploded to 
an estimated 247 pounds. Her 
weight gain coincides with the 
recent release of the FX TV 
series “The People v. O.J. Simp- 
son: American Crime Story,” 
which details her father’s trial 
for the murder of her mother, 
Nicole Brown Simpson. 

After studying alarming pho- 
tos of the 30-year-old taken 
outside her St. Petersburg, Fla., 
home just days ago, doctors tell 
GLOBE Sydney’s been seeking 
comfort in food — and needs 
professional help before she 
eats herself to death. 

“I’d say she’s gained at 
least 70 to 80 pounds,” says 
New York internist Dr. Stuart 
Fischer. “She is certainly obese, 
and obesity shortens life. 

“With this tremendous weight 
gain, she has put herself at risk 
for 60 different illnesses includ- 
ing diabetes, heart disease and 
even breast cancer. 

“She needs therapy, not just a 
salad. She needs psychological 
counseling and a good support 


system.” 

New York psychotherapist 
Dr. Gilda Carle called the tor- 
mented woman’s weight gain 
“frightening” and “tragic.” 

“I am very concerned about 
both her physical and emotional 
health,” says Carle. “I don’t 
know if she’s seeing a therapist, 
but she absolutely needs to.” 


Fischer linked Sydney’s 
weight issues to the TV series, 
starring Cuba Gooding as O.J. 
The show forces Sydney to 
relieve the horrified slashing 
death of her mom. 

“Of course, she’s under stress 
— who wouldn’t be under these 
circumstances?” says Fischer, 
author of the “Park Avenue 


Diet.” 

“People are seeing her father 
tried all over again for the mur- 
der of her mother. It has to bring 
out disturbing emotions that 
influence her eating patterns.” 

On June 12, 1994, 35-year-old 
Nicole and her waiter friend 
Ron Goldman, 25, were found 
butchered in the back of her

Brentwood, Calif,, condo, 
Sydney, then 8, and her 
5-year-old brother Justin 
were asleep inside the 
condo when their mother 
died. 

In what was dubbed 
The Trial of the Cen- 
tury, O.J. beat the mur- 
der rap in 1995 — but 
was later found guilty 
of their wrongful 
deaths in a civil trial. 

But Sydney’s 

68-year-old 
disgraced football j 
player daddy didn’t 
escape justice 
all together. He’s 
currently serving

discusses the gruesome double- 
murders with Sydney. But she 
HAS talked with pals. 

Sydney’s former boyfriend 
Stuart Alexander Lee, who 
dated her for five years starting 
in 2007, says Simpson’s daugh- 
ter “speculates it was a drug 
deal gone bad. Sydney doesn’t 
believe O.J. did it, but she 
doesn’t know what to believe.” 

But after the murders and the 
bungled trial that turned O.J. 
into the Most Hated Man in 
America, young Sydney went 
through a “living hell” and was 
bullied at school, says friend 
Tom Scotto. 

“Sydney was a very tough, 
angry, angry girl. She was just 
angry at the world.” 

Sydney’s pain is all too appar- 
ent in her shocking weight gain, 
experts say. 

“She’s letting everybody 
know she's unhappy,'’ says 
Dr, Carle, “When your 
father is vilified, it has 
to be really sad and 
difficult, 

it’s obvious she 
has issues.”

A MERICA’S most baf- 
fling mystery — the 
whereabouts of dare- 
devil jet hijacker D.B.

After receiving a credible tip, 
GLOBE spent months hunting 
Cooper, who parachuted mid- 
flight from a Northwest Air- 
lines plane with nearly $200,000 
in ransom money, and found 
him living like a king in remote 
Nepal!

“I dumped two bundles of 
money into the woods at three 
minute intervals as we flew 
south,” Alex says. “I wanted to 
get the FBI off my trail. I guess I 
did, since they never found me!”

1980 when $5,800 in $20 bills 
was discovered on a riverbank 
north of Portland. The serial 
numbers on the bundled bills 
matched some of those paid to 
Cooper.

I guess who ever 
found it, did what I did — took 
the money and ran,” he laughs. 

After dropping the cash, Alex, 
who’d practiced parachuting in 


Vegas, jumped from the jet into 
the pitch black sky. 

“I screamed my head off 
on the way down,” he recalls.

Landing in southern Oregon 
as planned, Alex traveled by

A recent study in Japan has 
found that getting rid of cata- 
racts, which prevent light from 
reaching the area of your brain 
that sets your body clock, can 
improve sleep dramatically. 


The study was done at Nara 
Medical University on more 
than a thousand pensioners, 
and the 174 patients who had 
undergone cataract surgery 
not only slept better, but also 
for longer. 

“There is mounting evidence 
that cataract surgery really 
can have an effect on people’s 


sleep problems,” says English 
ophthalmic surgeon James 
Ball. “I’ve seen it in my own 
patients.” 

Cataracts build up over time 
as a cloudiness on the lens of 
the eye, hampering blue light 
from reaching the brain and 
also blurring vision. 

Cataract surgery is usually a 


45-minute procedure, involv- 
ing a small incision to remove 
and replace the cloudy lens. 

Once cataracts are removed, 
the brain is better able to set 
your body’s clock, meaning a 
restful night’s sleep — and a 
resulting reduction in the risk 
of obesity, heart disease and 
diabetes caused by insomnia.

+ A NASAL spray is on the way to help with 
the pain of childbirth! Scientists In Australia 
are working on a spray version of the drug 
fentanyl, which they hope could eventually 
replace epidurals in the delivery room. 

Fentanyl is currently used as a pain reliever 
for kids and for patients transported In 
ambulances. Trials found that when It 
was given to women in labor they experienced 
less nausea and fewer side effects than with an 
epidural injection.

■ It's contracted via 
bites of the Aedes aegypti 
mosquito. 

■ The virus first appeared 
in Africa and parts of Asia in 
the 1950s. In 2014, it spread to 
islands in the Pacific and then 
South and Central America. 

■ Mild symptoms include fever, rash, 
joint pain and red eyes lasting a few days 
■ The biggest risk is to pregnant 
women. Zika has been linked to nearly 



4,000 babies born in Brazil with 
microcephaly - smaller than average 
head size and brain damage.

■ Zika may be related to an 
increase in cases of the rare 
Guillain-Barre syndrome - a 
sometimes paralyzing and 
fatal nerve disorder.

previously. There, he says, 
he spent two months trans- 
forming into a hairy hippie. “I 
looked like a white Jimi Hen- 
drix.

He hooked up with a local 
woman and eventually started 
a family. He now has “several” 
grandchildren, who he adores. 


After his wife died, he married 
mountain-loving Ulrike, who 
he met 10 years ago in a Kat- 
mandu cafe. 

His life is quite comfortable 
— and his secret identity is 
secure. 

“No one asked any ques- 
tions,” he says. “I reinvented 
myself, and it’s such a poor 
country that the $190,000 I 
arrived with and my other 
business ventures mean I live 
like royalty by local standards! 
And I’ve stayed off the radar of 
law enforcement.” 

Although many others have 
claimed to be Cooper, Alex 
insists HE’S the real deal, and 
still enjoys the tale. 

“I was tired of my life, tired 
of who I was,” Alex says when 
asked why he pulled off the 
dramatic hijacking. “I have 
no regrets. I’d do it again 
tomorrow!”

A BRAINIAC student 
who nearly pulled off a 
a scam straight out of 
a Hollywood teen flick 
has confessed to bust- 
ing into his high school’s data- 
base and boosting his grades! 

The hack attack recalls the 
’80s comedy “Ferris Bueller’s 
Day Off,” starring Matthew 
Broderick as a work-avoiding 
teen who changes the number 
of his school absences without 
tipping off his principal. 

But devious 16-year-old stu- 
dent Eric Walstrom outdid 
Ferris by ducking his high 
school’s security and password 


protections to manipulate his 
records over a three-month 
span — and it was no laughing 
matter! 

The teen pled guilty on Jan. 
27 to computer tampering. 

One of Walstrom’s former 
classmates at New Dorp High 
School in New York was 
impressed by his hacking skills. 

“Stuff like that happens a lot 
only in movies,” says Brandon 
Telleria.

Walstrom learned several of 
his techniques at a high-tech 
summer camp held at several 
universities.
